Before they 
could cry out the woman plunged to 
the sidewalk, landing at the foot of 
the stairs leading to the main Clay- 
street entrance of the hospital. 
The night surgeon and several or- 
derlies picked up the woman and car- 
ried her to an operating room, where 
an exanrlh'atioVl-fevealed the fact that 
she wag dead.

were broken, her chest was crushed |

' The dead woman's brother, Harry 
'A. Lynch, is employed in a down- 
town wholesale house and resides at

Octavia street.

Whether Miss Lynch 
had been inflicted with suicidal mania 
previous to seeking treatment could 
not be loarnod 'and her brother, Harry 
II. Lynch, had left for his work ignor- 
ant of his sister's death and could 
not be located.

were out of town, cut short their va- 
jcatlor.s to start the Inquiry.

demanding an investigation by that of- 
ficial rather than through his own de- 
partment. 
District 
Attorney Whitman 
an- 


nounced that he would begin a for- 
mal investigation today. The murder 
of Kosenthal before daybreak today | 
brought the situation to a sensational 
climax. 
The gambler left his home j 


late last night, telling his ivifc that he , 
had an appointment to meet Police' 
Lieutenant Becker at the Hotel Metro- | 
jiolo at Broadway and Forty-third | 
street. 
Shortly before 2 o'clock a slate- 


colored automobile drew up in front 
of the hotel. One of its six passengers 
got out and walked into the hotel, 
beckoning to Rosenthal. 
Rosenthal 


without hesitation walked out. 
He had reached a point not more 


than a dozen feet from the door when 
a volley of shots rang out from the 
slate-colored du. 
Four 
of them 


found their target and Rosenthal fell 
dead with a bullet in his brain. 
Almost before the crowd on the 


sidewalk and In the lobby realized that 
a shot had been fired, ths touring car 
disappeared in the direction of Fifth 
avenue. 
Police Lieutenant File of the Cen- 


tral office staff was dining 
in 
the 


Metropole when he heard the shots 
and ran out. Without waiting for de- 
tails he jumped into a taxicab and 
started in pursuit of tho big slate-col- 
ored racer. He gave chase for a mile 
across town before his siower machine 
dropped hopelessly behind. 


The shots fired at Rosenthal at- 


tracted a large crowd and a few min- 
utes after the incident the street about 
the hotel was filled with hundreds of j 
persons. Reserves from several of the i 
nearby stations were turned out to 
keep them In order. 


SEES ASSASSIXTAION. 


James Considino, one of the owners 


of the hotel, witnessed the shooting 
from the rear of the lobby. He said: 


"I saw Rosenthal come from the 


hotel. He started as though he were 
going to Broadway and then stopped 
suddenly. I don't know whether he 
saw the men in the machine or not, 
but the sudden way in which 
he 


stopped convinced me that he was 
afraid that something was to happen 
to him. I know that one of the men 
in the car was a policeman." 
Mrs. Rosenthal. widow of the gam- 


bler, was almost frantic when a mes- 
senger went to the Rosenthal home 
to tell her that her husband had been 
killed. 
"This Is the police again!" she ex- 
claimed. "It is just what I expected! 
I 
stayed up fearing that 
Herman 


would not get back safe." 
District Attorney Whitman was no- 


tified and later began his investigation 
of the murder. 
Deputy Police Commissioner Dough- 
erty said today: 
The car used was No. 4313 N. Y. 
It was bought by Louis Libby last 
October. He promised to pay $899 for 
it, had paid $200 and was Btlll paying 
on it. 
"It positively has been Identified as 
the car used by the as&asbins and 
Libby positively has been identified 
as the chauffeur and as one of the 
men who fired at Rosenthal. The car 
was found in the garage on South 
Washington square. 
"The charge against the prisoner is 


homicide. The garage is the same In 
which was found the taxicab used by 
Montana! In the $25,000 taxicab rob- 
bery. At this time this Is all I can 
say." 
Police Lieutenant 
Becker 
joined 


District Attorney Whitman when 
he 
heard of the murder. He said: 
"It is very regrettable. I know of 
no motive. I have not seen Rosenthal 
for 
a 
xveek and then I m«t 
him 
casually." 


The police learned that Rosenthal 
talked with friends about th« degree 
of safety In which he moved about I 
since he brought charges against the j 
police. 


"I'vA boeri threatened," Roncnthal 
wan quoted as eaylng, "but I do not 
care a hang for anybody. I'm going 
to stay right here and face this thing. 
They did not play this game on the 
level and I'm going to stick and meet 
Justice." 


BECKER EXPLAINS. 


Lieutenant Becker later said: 
"It ought to be needless for me to 
say that I know absolutely nothing 
of the crime, who perpetrated it, 
what the motive or what the end Is to 
be gained by It. I want to say, now 
that I have said that much, that it 
was to my best and only advantage 
that Rosenthal should have been per- 
mitted to live for many years, if not 
for n few more days only. 
'I bore this man no malice. 
He 
set himself as my enemy. I have ex- 
plained every move 1 made with this 
man to the satisfaction of my supe- 
riors. 


"As I look on It now, In three 
more days the whole thing would 
have been off. I calculated that In 
three days at the outside the last 
suspicion would be - lifted from the 
police department by documentary, 
legal evidence before tne proper au- 
thorities."

It asks that a w:lt of 
mandate be issued upon Major Frank K.

F"»d C Tu-ne"-, Ua-ry S. Anderson, and 
John Forrest, that they Include in the 
appointment of 1026 election officials to 
act at the recall election as judges, in- 
spectors and clerks of the election booths. 
The basis for the demand is set forth 
in the- statement that if this is not done 
Mayor Mott and his adherents will play 
people on the election board favorable to 
them, all of whom will be Republicans, 
and this will result in the honesty of 
the count being called in question.

In the 
there will b« rnn*i<j«r».hJ* controversy as to the 


Do More Than 


One of the most moving slogans given us recently by the med- 


ical profession is that of "swat the fly." It has been eagerly em- 
braced, both as a motto and a justification for past activities, by 
every tidy housewife in the country. It is infectious, for the 
sedate man of business in his office drops the letter file quietly 
upon the insect on his blotter and smiles a sedate smile of satis- 
faction. The pupil whacks them on his desk with a careless dis- 
regard of the figures in the deportment column. The porter slays 
them with his fa,ther duster, the janitor with his broom. We 
should not be surprised, between his "firstly" and his "secondly," 
to see the pastor slide the psalter quickly a hand's width to the 
right. 


To balance a slightly undue emphasis on the "swatting" oper- 


ation, however, the public health men are now hastening to tell 
us that this is but a part of our duty to humanity, and a rather 
tardy part at that. It appears that the fly, when he is large 
enough grown to be in peril of the swatter, has well advanced in 
his desperate ways. His mischief has already been largely ac- 
complished.

Simply to be remembered is the fact that the attack must 
he two-foid: First, keep the fly from breeding; second, keep 
him from going on living.

Courts to Determine Status 


In Probe of "Lumber 


Trust." 


WASHINGTON, July IS.—The rights 
and the necessity of the much-talked of 
"middleman" in business will be fought 
out and determined by the courts, it Is 
expected In the governments pending suits 
against the so-called "lumber trust" 
Testimony now being taken against the 
Eastern States Retail lumber Dealers' 
Association forcasts, according to depart- 
ment justice officials, that the Issue will 
go to the courts largely on undisputed 
tacts revolving about the legal scope or 
the operations of the middleman. 
Principally It will bo an economic ques- 
tion and the first time the middleman's 
problem has been presented to a court 
of justice. Four civil sulto and one crim- 
inal prosecution against lumber associa- 
tions are in charge of Clark McKercher, 
special assistant to the attorney general. 
The taking: of testimony In the suit filed 
at St. Paul will begin on tho Paclfta Coast 
about August IB.

BODY OF MURDERED

A» these pits 
nro eventually flllcj when dredging has 
been completed, tho murderer or murder- 
ers evidently expected the body to bo 
burled under maiiy feet of rock, and tho 
evidence, of their crime forever hidden. 
The man was about

feet 
six 
inches tall, and may have, como from 
one of the mountain districts, 
sat the 
feet wcro encased In Arctic shoes. 
The 
ropo used to tie the body had be»n taken 
from a tent, some of the fastenings be- 
ing attached to the end. 
This gives a 
theory that either the dead man or the 
murderer was a camper.

Senator "Works said neither Taft nor 


Roosevelt had been legally nominated, 
that the Rnp-iWi.-^., -pa-*- -j^Z no lesal 
nominee and that the voters were free to 
vote for -whom they chose. He said that 
this was no time to form a new party. 


"That;" added he, "must cone later." 
Senator Works reviewed the Chicago 


convention and said: 


"So It became a fight to a finish just 


as malicious and just as disgraceful as 
the campaign that preceded It.

Roosevelt forces practically bolted. 
Taft 


received the vote of those who remained. 
The delegates who voted for tho resolu-

"Steinway Terrace Improvement Asso- 


ciation—Gentlemen: I shall oppose 
the 
proposed amendment to 
our 
by-laws 
•which so rPcer.tly have been gone over 
by an Intelligent committee and ratified 
at our last meeting of our association, 
which under the 
proposed amendment 
uould narrow our territory and confine 
our limits for usefulness exclusively to 
Steinway terrace.

What promises to result in a big in- 


crease in the amount of lumber handled at 
Long wharf was an announcement made 
today by the Southern Pacific officials, 
who have been negotiating with various 
concerns with a view to installing modern 
and up-to-date facilities for the handling 
of lumber. Blue prints of several travel- 
ing cranes similar to those used at the 
C. A. Smith Lumber Company's.big yards 
at Bay Point were submitted and these 
proving satisfactory the Southern Pacific 
officials declare that the naw lumber 
handling paraphernalia will 
soon be in 
position for active operation. At present 
considerable rivalry is held between the 
longshoremen of this side with those of 
the San Francisco waterfront. 
The San Francisco stevedores have made 
several good records for speedy lumber 
unloading but these records have always 
been tied up by the local longshoremen, 
who have also bettered some of these 
records. 
The introduction of the new 
facilities will enable the local wharves 
to handle much more lumber In a. shorter 
space of time than is now the case. With 
the aid of these cranes the Smith people 
are able to discharge the entire lumber 
cargo of the steam schooner Nann Smith, 
the largest lumber carrier on this coast 
and which carries 1,600,000 feet of lumber 
in six hours. This time is considered by 
many to be without equal at any Pacific 
port.

Foreign Commerce of United; 


States Greater Than 


Ever Before. 


"WASHINGTON, 
July 
16. — Foreign 
commerce of the United States for the 
fiscal year, 1912, was greater than ever 
before, new high records being estab- 
lished for both imports and exports. Tho 
value of merchandise entering free of 
duty also reached an unprecedented total. 
The year's trade figures made public 
today bv the commerce and labor de- 
partment's bureau of statistics shows that 
the imports were S1.653.4SC, 174 and the 
exports $2,204.222,088 in-value. 
Imports 
exceeded the former hlfth record, that of 
1910, 
by about 8100,000,000, while exports 
exceeded the 1911 record by nearly $155,- 
000,000. These totals added to the value 
of the trade of the United States with 
Porto Rico and Hawaii would make a 
grand total of approximately four bil- 
lion dollars. 
Imports entering free of duty valued 
at SSS1,743.144, exceeding by $105,000,000 
the former high record of free Imports, 
that nf loll 
TTnTi-a'jtlaMe rr.cnhr.r.d'.so 
former 53.32 percent of the total Imports, 
tho percentage being larger than ever be- 
fore, except during the operations of the 
McKinlcy tariff law, when sugar was im- 
ported free of duty. 
The excess of exports over Imports in 
the fiscal year was $550.095.914 
against 
$532,000,000 last vear, but was less than 
that of 1908, 1901 or 1898.

When women realize how much in evidence the hands are, 


and how busy they continually are at all times, they will re- 
spect them more and give them the attention they deserve. 


The hands stand a lot of bad treatment, and come up for 


more, and yet are grateful and proud of any good treatment. 
Women who work need to use much oatmeal in the water in 
which they wash their hands, and rubbing cream into the 
skin of the hands at night will make them smooth and^ white- 


A large nail brush should be used, and then used again 


with plenty of warm water and soap; good pure olive oil soap 
is the best. If the hands still seem rough and soiled, put a 
dash of ammonia in the water, and wash them again. 


The trouble with people who live in ''soft coal cities" is

Her, 
plan is to put a saucer full of cream on a shelf until it is sour 
and thick. She then uses it just as she would cold cream or a 
lotion, rubbing it into the hands for fully ten minutes. She 
then washes her hands with warm water and castile soap un- 
til perfectly free from the cream, then bathes them in cold 
water and dries them thoroughly. 


There is great importance in drying the hands thoroughly, 


rubbing the fingers separately round and round. Much chap- 
ping of the skin is due to letting the hands go undried. 


Take time and patience to do everything thoroughly, even 


to drying the hands. Surely my friend's hands paid her for 
her care and trouble, for although she Is a woman who does 
much work, her hands are really beautiful.

Lfttham's death 
occur»ed in the 


Chari river, near the Bahres Salamat, 
practically in the center of the French 
Soudan, In the direction of lake Chad. 
The date of the fatality was June 7. 


MOXOPLAKE EXPERT. 


Hubert Latham, who was the first 


aviator to make notable flights In a 
monoplane, the Antoinette, acquired 
fame as a very young man. 
In Feb- 
ruary, 1905, In company with his 
cousin, Jacques Faure, he made a 
balloon trip across the English chan- 
nel, voyaging from the Crystal Palace, 
London, to the grates of Paris In six 
hours. On July 19, 1909, he made an 
unsuccessful 
attempt to cross the 


channel In a monoplane. He fell into 
the sea owing to the failure of his 
motor and on the second attempt in 
the same month met a similar fate. 
Latham also was renowned as a 
daring: motorboat man. 
He was a 
Lsplendid shot and in 1905 went ele- 
ffphant hunting in the Soudan. 
In 


T906 he made a trip from Khartoum 
to Abysinnia, then passed through 
British West Africa and West India 
and French Indo-CMna. 


TAKES AEROPLANE. 


On his last and fatal hunting trip 


he left Bordeaux on December 29 last 
year for the Congo, taking with him a 
monoplane and a big game outfit. 
Latham -was 29 years of age, having 


lieen born in Paris In 1883 of English 
parents. 
In October, 1910, Latham 
arrived In New lork from Europe 
|.wUh the French team which was to 
take part in the aviation meet at Bel- 
mont Park, where he was placed 
fourth in the international flights and 
won $3500 in prizes. 


Thence he went to San Francisco 
and Los Angeles, making; flights at 
both places and narrowly escaping 
death on two occasions while flying. 
From the west coast he sailed for the 
Orient and made a long tour In Asia.

CHICAGO, July 16.—That speculators 


In lemons have lost over a million dollars 
In tha past three months by ovorbuvlng 
tho mirlcet, v,as> tho ossui-tlon here today 
of leading fruit importers. They say that 
this has been the most disastrous season 
for the lemon Importers that they can re- 
member. 


The speculative movement began In 


the spring, with reports that the Cali- 
fornia crop of lemons hud been destroyed 
by freezing weather. Speculators In Italy 
then began to contract heavily with the 
growers for the supply. Importers here 
rushed orders to Italy to buy up all the 
lemons In sight. 


Then came the crash. The speculators 


j found that there would be no shortage in 
| this country. The cold weather in Call- 
' forcla did not cause as much damage aa 
at first supposed, and a late spring kept 
down the consumption of lemons. 


In the last few weeks, some of thv. 


Importers have had to sell at $4 or !<••., 
lemons that cost them upward of $5 a 
box. 
The receipts in April and M»» 


amounted to 993.000 boxes, and there was 
a flat loss well in excess of half a million 
dollars. 


The receipts for June and early July 


have been close to 400,000 boies, adding 


] $600,000 more to the accounts sunk in the 
speculation.
